in Aſſiſting Your Majeſty to Search to the Bottom of it > What can more encourage Of- 
fenders to an Obſtinate Silence, than rhe Proſpect of having the Examinations interrupts 
ed by an Unhappy Breach between the Two Houſes ? And what can give greater Secu- 


rity to Your Majeſties Enemies, than to ſee a Foundation laid for ſuch Diſputes, as will WW 


for ever put an End to all Parliamentary Inquiries into their Deſigns ? The Gentlemen

When the Gentlemen of the Honſe of Commons Act according to the Meaſures taken 
in thoſe times, they ought not to be Offended if they are remembred by the Lords.
